THERE are some manifest lessons to be 
legrutfrom tho revent trials of traspasa 
upon the Hongkong fortifications. If we 
are not véry much mistaken, two torsign 
ollicers were arrested un this cebarge and 
released from custody (on conditions ) 
many’ monthe ago, and nothing mura 
was heard of the circumstance. ‘I'he 
unfortunate caricature of justice per- 
petrated by, the predecessor of the present 
Police Mugistrate, under. which two 
Russian: naval officers were let off with a 
miserubly-inudequate penalty af 50 
each, is still fresh in the minds of resi- 
dents. British afficors found in similar 
circumstances to those of the Russian 
naval officers would have probably been 
sent to Siberia. ‘bat feeble sentence 
ofa fifty-dollars’ fine we have deliber- 
ately descrived ay unfortunate, os ita per- 
niciouseiect must have influenced ‘the 
mind of Cuptain Hastings, the presiding 
Magistrate at the Police Court in the 
case heard the other day. It will 
le generally admitted thatthe sentence 


of threo months’ hard labour passed upon 


the Cuptaia and Ductor of the Gorman 
Lloyds steamer Hohenzollern was, in 
proportion to the previous sextence 
passed upon the Russian naval officers, 
excessively severe, But wo maintain 
that it is the duty of the Magistrato, in 
meting oul sentences, to consider the sur- 
rounding circumstances, and the public 
secessity ot putting a stap to: any 
offence which appears to be becomiug: 
prevalent in the Colony. We need not 
discuss the extenuating fentures of the 
offence churged and proved agaiast 
Capt, Harassowite and Dr Rudolph, 
They were guilty, and the Magistrate 
deemed it right to assert tho law, .in 
order, as we conceive it, to putaneffective 
stop toa practice which seemed to be 
on tho increase, viz., an undue interest 


+m the interior arrangements of our 


Colonial torts, Having dono this, we 
were uf opinion that, although he 
slightly overstepped the mark, Captain 
Hastiugs was doing a public service in 
directing Justice inta a proper channel. 
‘There was’an appeal from his decision 
to the Supreme Court, and the 
Governor held in reserve the power to 
mitigate the sentence. The proceedings 
atthe Mugistracy yesterday, however, 
seem to ux to tuise doubts about the 
influence possessed by the Courts. We 
do uot for a moment insinuate that this 
Administration would bring any sort or 
kind -of pressure to bear upon the 
Magisterial Bench, although we have 
had’ occasion $6 express strong views 
upon this point during previous 
regimes in Hongkong. Of course 
no honest Governor’ would ever 
dreara of doing such a thing, and tha 
sudden change of front on the part 
of the Magistrate is all the more in- 
comprehensible. We have already asid 
that the former sentence of the Ma- 
gistrate was as severe as that on the 
Hassian officers wus inadequate; aud if 
tho maximum fine of $500 bad been 
imposed, instead of the $100 penalty, 
we think the ends of justice would 
have been gained, As it is,’ per- 
haps, the passing of a hard labour 
seutence in this case’ may have oxer- 
cised a certain salutary influence upon 
thoge ‘persona who would really act 
as spies “for, Foreign Governments; 
and it must be ‘odmitted. that the 
officers of the North German Lloyds 
did nut deserve to be-so severely band- 
led ag several other: offenders did. As 
a matter of public policy, however, the 
sentences .as now reduecd was not 
sufficient either to marmtain the dignity. 
of the Magistrates’ Bench, or to en- 
sure respect for the administration 
of our lows, Perhaps the law might be 
less liable tobe broken if’ a more effec-’ 
tive system were maintained to protect 
the approgehes. to our - fortifications.

The cholera epidemic in’ the East Lan- 
cashire Regiment ot’ Luckuow was bili to 
‘bo due to tho astute of the filters, which aud 
become a breeding ground fur micrubes, 
Tho wnleric fever which hus cust the Nor- 
fotk Regimoont at Allahabad ao many ten, 
may eventually ba declared to have had its 
origin ia the sureis, whoreia the drinking- 
waler %8 kept after being filtered. Now 
the swraé is in common uso in avery 
bareack-room in India, mainly because tte 
porosity gives comparatively cuvlogsa to 
the water. ‘Lf, liko the Macnamara Glter, 
it is found’ to offer ‘accommodation ’ 
to millions of bacilli it must either go the 
woy of that filter aud bea eoen no more 
iu tho soldiers’ quarters, or be renowed 
at very short intorvals, But Thomis 
Atkius cannot bo expected to drink luke- 
“warm Water wheu by wishes to quench hia 
thirat, and the question arisea whether 
some artangemunts catuot be made by 
wach tiered water can be kept cool aud yet 
pure, ‘Ilys ‘ia the problem which mediest 
ollicers and othors interested in the welfare 
of the troops shuuld’ apply themselves tu 
solving, It is usocleas sponding lukhs ot 
rupees Upon pumping-engines, ilter-beds, 
pipes and hydrants if the water is finally to 
be contaminated in varthen storaze vessels 
which cau by bought by the duavn for 
wfow annas, Lt is rather a heart-breaking 
procesa this combating with disosse when 
avery precaution that’ is brought into force 
vuly reveals the necessity of taking some 
new one, and the result uf all wogethor is 
moroly that the casos aro more frequent 
aud more deadly than ever, 


“Mesawhile the supply of aterilising 
fillers of the Pastenc-Chumborland type 
should bo prvcuvded with aa quickly as 
puscivlo, thas beon positively ustablish- 
od iu the Freuch Army that these filters 


ore most efloctive in reducing onteric fever | 


among Eurypean troops, and its use in 
Tudia bas been demanded by public opinion 
for along time past, last year tho plea 
was advanced that the nine or ten lakhs re- 
quired for the new filters could nob. be 
fousd ; now money in abundance is forth. 
coming for all military requirements, . A’ 
Government which can affurd 50 lukhs to 
complute Its mobilisation arrangements cau 
surely find a fifth of that sum fur purposes 
directly connected with’ the proseryation 
of the hedth of its troops, If regiments 
are to lose tweniy men per month from en- 
terie fever, while a score of others are 
weakened in health from the same cunse, 
tho British garrison will in timo cvase to 
bo really effective; for this loss, it should 
be rumembered, comes on the top of thut 
due to another disease which keopa 3,000 
men always on the aick-list.—Pioneer Maid.

Ths Fanch inoume tax, to which refer- 
enoos. have recantly beon mady in our cable 
messiges, was designed to tule the plave vf 
ths tax on reute and the door and wioduw 
tox, it was expeoted to bring in six mil- 
“Hons sterling. Incomea of £1002 year or 
Juss are free (says the Daily News’ oor- 
respondent, describing the scheme), Tho 
maxitoun rate is 6 per cent, or a shilling in 
tho pound, but for purposes of assosament a 
portion of £100 o year not liable to duty 
will be deducted from the tuxpayer’s income. 
The portion of income between £10) and 
£200 a year will pay 1 per oent,, the portion 
between £200 and £400 2 per cent, the por- 
tion hetiween £400 and LsUu 3 per cent, the 
portion between £4U0 and £2u0U 4 per cent, 
and on the portion of income above £2000 
the full duty ot a ghilling in thu pound will 
be puid. ‘Thus a person with anu moome of 
£3000 year will pay 6 per cent un £1000 
vr his ineume, 4 pur cent on £1200, 3 per 
cent on £100, 2 per cent on Sc, wud 1 per 
cept on £100, and will pay oo tax on the 
retunining huudred a yeor, Ln the above 
cage of an inoome of L3U0 a year, tho aver- 
age rate would ba a trifle aver ninepence in 


the pound. Ad income of £4000 u year 
wovld pay exactly tenpenoe iu the pound. 
A person with £300~a- year would pay a 
trifle, ovor fivepence, A ourivue feature of 
the scheme ia that partial relief is to be 
granted for family eacymbranges, reaching 
aa mych as oue-halt in caso of larga fnmilica, 
‘Chis 19 to.encourage peuple to have children, 
The now scheme will be violently attsoked

BRITISH TRADE AND'OHINES 
TARIFFS, % 
By Mu Wor s, Wauperr. 

In every country in the world, aud in 
nohe nore than io China, gtester cheapness 
meus grarfor tridy.’ So etya’ thy ket 
Poreign Office report upon the Foreign 
trade of China, In no other country in the 
world is moro dono to haraas, atifle, and 
destroy trade by excessive and unwarrant- 
able exactiona than in China, The price of 
vur goods in that country ‘is largoly depen- 
dent on the coat of transit, and upon ihe 
taxation and squeczes they encounter or 
escape on their way and at their terminus. 
Article 98 of the Trasty of Tiontsin was, 
framed for the purpose of ‘doing uway with 
alt squeezes ond to sottls the amount of 
tuxation, at a fixed ad gulorem tariff rate, 
that our guoda were hecevforth to bear, 
The article plainly declares Unat t—* Lt shall 
he at the option ef any Mritish subject do- 
siring to convey *ponduce purchased iniqud 
tea port, or to convey importa from a port 
to aninland markui, to clear his goods of 
all transit dues by piyment of a gingla 
charge, ‘The amount of this chirge sliall 
bo levisble on export at the first barrier 
they may huvo to pass, of, 0 importa, at 
thy port ab which thuy ary landed ; aud, ou 
payment thereof, a certificaty shall bo 
insnad, which shall exempt (he goods from ali 
further inland charges whatsoever, “It ia 
further agreed that the amount of this 
charge shall bo calculated, as ouarly as pos: 
nible, ab the rate of'two and -half per cent. 
(equal to hali the duty on iugorts and on 
exports, whieh is fixed by treaty at five por 
cont.) ad valorem, 

Under Kule 7, which wad subsequoutly 
digued in ¢x,daration af the Above article, 
tha taking eut of these transit pass certifi. 
cates by British subjects trading with the 
interior was rendered cumpuisory. Lt was 
avreed that any sttom pt ty pitas Rauda in- 
wards or putwarda, utherwise than ip coun. 
plianeo -the ruls here laid down, will 
render thoth liable to coufiscstion.’ Undor 
clanue 44yF -neotion 3 of the anbsequent 
Couventiy ‘signed at Chefoo, » was agreed 
that native’ as woll ay foreig.ore should be 
permitted to posasss and eouvey goods in- 
jand under transit puss cortificate ; but mo 
native produce aot tho property of a Bri- 
ish subject, or carrivd to uo port tot for 
exportation, was to bo entitled to exemp- 
tica by the exhibition of a transit duty 
certificate, 

What is one man’s meat is anothor man’s 
puisun. Up, to tho time of our treaties with 
Ohiva all taxation of gouds cud produce lay 
with thot Provincial authorities, and, 80 
much us Wag not pocketud by their under 
lings, wont to swell thy Provincial ro- 
sources. ‘The taxes und duties wore prac 
tiéaliy Earmed by tho mandarius and under- 
Jet ta mofopoliate, A mors or leva vary- 
jing smount waa, however, demanded us tho 
quotum of the Lmperisl Guvérnmvnt, Lofre 
uer the now rogime : 
import nud transit duties fixed by our 
trvaties passed to the Linpsrial Maritime 
Customs, a departmont under European 
sup. rvteion and contrul, which accouuts for 
and hands ite collections to the Imporial 
Government, which granted the Provincial 
Governments a share, since then rupidly 
diminishing to the vanishing point of their 
usseta. The collection of duty and likin on 
local manufactures und on produce moving 
nbout in tha interior or imported not under 
tranait-paga by the natives wus still left to, 
and se au asset of, the provincial Govorn- 
mont, Hence came o tog of war. Every 
cash of likin or duty collected by the Im- 
periat Oustoms was looked upon asa dead 
loss to the provincial revenues. Stronvous 
and putuistont endeavours were therefore 
made by tho provincial authorities to “set 
our tratiaitepass certilicata treaty privileges 
at naught, With such success was thio 
dong, wud go gruatiy to the? detriment of 
cur trade that, in hia report on thy fyeeizn 
(rade of Chian for 1885, we fad Sir NFR, 
O'Conner, our late Mauister us Pekin, ob- 
serving Lhut the progress of commetce 
would certainly be trebled or qaadrapled 
by amore loyal fuifiimont of the transit 
piss system, and aay resonable devulup- 
mont of better means of comuunicalion. 

‘The infraction of the transit-duty clausea 
of our treaties with Ching by tho provincial 
authorities, particularly ia Southern China, 
has for many yoars been prersed upon the 
attention of our Government by oar Home 
and Sur Kaslern Chambers of Commerce, 
who have strongly aud persistently urged, 
that oar treuty rights in Chiua ahould bo 
continuously and resolutely enforced ; and 
tho Chambers have been strougly bucked 
up by our Conaula at Ointon aud Pukboi, 
who through ow long series of yoors have 
endeavoured tu awaken the dormant officials 
of our Foreign Office into taking the necus- 
sary notion in defence of our interests. 
Nothiog, however, sappoara to have beon 
done~by-these somnolent gentlemen to- 
wards rectifying matters until, on Supt. 
27, ult., T pointud out in the: Pimes that 
avon the transit rights wo had obtained in 
the previous year,’ under the Burmy-Chi- 
nese Buundary Convention, for goods croga- 
ing our frontier wore being persistuntly 
evaded and set at naught by the provincial 
authorities of Yunnan; and that the Over- 
land Mail in its lost tsaue, in referring to 


tthe matter, hed stuted that :-—
